The United Mine Workers of 
America at their convention at 
Cleveland launched a demand for 
a sixty per cent. inerease in 
wages, and declared that hereafter 
they will work only six hours per} 
day and five days per week. 
Should the mine operators refuse 
to negotiate new agreements in 
accord with these conditions, a 
strike of all miners of bituminous 
coal in the United States is to be 
called for November Ist. The} 
strike may extend also to Cana- 
dian mines if the international 
board and the representatives of | 
the Canadian districts so desire. 

The importance of the decision 
is therefore continent wide, and 
of the gravest and most immediate 
concern. The two nations are 
threatened with a stoppage of 
their fuel supply on the eve of 
winter. All that this would involve | 
cannot be foreseen, But that it) 
would mean loss of life, untold suf- 
fering, the dislocation of business 
and industry of every kind and 
everywhere, the loss of time and 
money on the part of millions hav- 
ing nothing to do with mine con- 
ditions and wages, and a complete 
tie-up of all effort at reconstruct- 
ing normal conditions, is apparent | 
enough. 

The only way to avert this in- 
|ternational disaster, the miners 
declare, is that they be granted | 
|eonditions of employment which 
|ean only be regarded as revolu-| 
|tionary. So far as pay is concern- 
| ed it may be that the miners in the 
| United States require a sixty per!
